Three Found Here. 


Three of the recovered bills 
were found previously at the 
Federal Reserve Bank in St. 
Louis by FBI agents. The first 


of the seven to be discovered | 


was a $20 note which turned 
up Aug. 3 at Minot, N.D. 

Banks which sent the three 
$20 bills to the Chicago Federal 
Reserve Bank could not be de- 
termined because the latest ran- 
som notes had already reached 
the sorting stage before being 
detected. - 

Bills checked at Federal Re- 
serve Banks just after being re- 
ceived from branch banks can 
be traced to the shipping bank. 
This can be done because the 


money in a shipment is kept to- | 


gether until its amount is veri- 


fied by Federal Reserve bank 
employes. 
After that, the bills go into 


the general sorting process, be- 
ing intermingled with currency 
from all other banks in the dis- 
trict. 

As disclosed yesterday by the 
Post-Dispatch, the FBI is seek- 
ing to determine if the ransom 
bills are being 
throughout the country by car- 
nival workers who move from 
city to city. 

Two of the $20s found here | 
were in shipments from banks | 
at Springfield, Mo., and Sedalia, 
Mo., which have, recently had 
big fairs, The Minot (N.D.) bill 
showed up within a week after 
close of the state fair there. 

Many Carnivals There. 

In Chicago, a number of small 
carnivals are gefierally in oper- 
ation, except during winter 
months, and a big road show re- 
cently appeared there.

Brownell Promises ‘Vig- 
erous Action’ if He 
Finds Evidence of Vi- 


olations. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 2 (AP) 
~- Attorney General Herbert 
Brownell promises to take 
“immediate and vigorous action” 
if he finds that Negro rights 
were violated in Mississippi's 
Democratic primary 
last month. 

However, two Mississippi lead- 
ers have indicated they don't 


think the Justice Department 
chief will find anything wrong. 

Brownell disclosed late yes- 
terday that he has ordered an 
investigation, which Federal Bu- 
reau of Investigation agents are 
already conducting. 

“Reports indicate,” Brownell 
said, “that in some counties Ne- 
groes were refused ballots when | 
they allegedly failed to answer 
correctly several irrelevant and 
frequently illegal questions. 

“In other eounties the indi- 


elections | 


cations are that ballots cast by 
Negroes were apparently not 
counted and that Negroes were 
kept from the polls by threats 
and intimidation.” 

Tom Tubb, chairman of the 
Mississippi Democratic Execu- 
tive Committee which conducted 
the elections, said Brownell “has 
a perfect right to investigate. 
Not that he'll find anything, 
though.” 


Coleman’s Contention. 


Attorney General J. P. Cole- | 
man, who won the Democratic 
nomination for Governor, said 
he knew of “no violation of any- 
body’s civil rights in connection 
with Mississippi primaries. My 
services as Attorney General 
will be used to the limit in vin- 
dication of Mississippi's good 
name.’ 

Declaring that “this hue and 
ery” has been raised in past 
years, Coleman added that Mis- 
sissippi is “perfectly capable of 
conducting its own elections 
withotit any assistance from the 
N.A.A.C.P. (National Association | 
for the Advancement of Colored 
People) or its sympathizers.” 

Coleman won the nomination 
for Governor, equivalent to elec- 
tion in the southern state, in a 
run-off primary contest Aug, 23. 
More than 360,000 votes were 
cast for him and his opponent, 
Paul Johnson. 

It is not known hoW many of 
Mississippi's 22,000 registered 
Negro voters voted in the Aug. 
23 run-off or in the original pri- 
mary held a month ago today. 

Brownell said he has received | 
many complaints that “registered 
and qualified’ Negroes were 
denied the right to vote in both 
contests. | 

Premises ‘Vigorous Action.’ 


If his investigation “discloses 
that any citizen has been de- 
prived of his constitutional 
rights,” Brownell declared, “im- 
mediate and vigorous action will | 
follow.” 

The Attorney General did not 
apecify what such “action” would 
be. The civil rights laws under 
which he is apparently proceed- | 
ing make it unlawful to conspire | 
“to injure, oppress, threaten or | 
intimidate any citizen in the free 
exercise or enjoyment of any 
right or privilege secured ta) 
him by the Constitution and | 
laws of the United States.” 

They also guarantee that an | 
individual shall not be deprived | 
by official action of such got 
rights as those of liberty and | 
property, due process of law and | | 
equal protection under law. 

Brownell said it also must be | 
determined first whether the | | 
Federal Government has juris- | 
diction in the case under the | 
Constitution. That question | 
comes up because the primaries | 
did not involve contests for fed- 
eral offices. :

heads of government did not begin to resolve.

Certain of these problems, : 
conspicuously the re-unification | 
of Germany, appear to be in- 
soluble on any agreed basis. If 
the meeting in October becomes 
a public haggle over these 
obstacles, then the whole bene- 
fit of the summit meeting will | 
be quickly dissipated. There can, 
with sufficient good will, be an 
exploration of other bypaths 
that may contribute to the new 
understanding coming out of the 
first act. at Geneva. 

We sometimes seem to forget 
that negotiation is a two-way, 
street. A great deal of foolish 
talk since the,summit eonference 
has assumed that the West, hav- 
ing reached a pinnacle of) 
strength, proposed to dissipate | 
it by striking an agreement with | 
the Soviet Union which was cor- | 
respondingly weak and in need 
of a truce in_the cold war. 

President Eisenhower 
have in these matters a greater 
sense, of realism. Or it may be 
more accurate to say that the 
Geneva conference and _ the) 
agreement there to try to agree 
was a direct consequence of the 
course that the President has 
followed from his first entrante 
into politics. It is well to look 
at the record in this connection. 

Two Political Campaigns. 

The President and the Repub- 
licans have waged two political 
campaigns—’52 and ’54—on the 
promise to bring peace. Often 
last October it sounded like a

The promise to lower 
taxes and cut back the military 
establishment has been lived up 
to, with six divisions taken out 
of the Far East even though 
several areas there have re- 
mained critical.

It is inherent in Presi- 
dent Eisenhower's realism that 
he understands the nature of the 
present opportunity for negotia- 

ion. 

He knows and understands, 
too, from firsthand experience, 
the very gréat difficulty of 
maintaining an adequate mili- 
tary establishment in a democ- 
| racy. As Chief of Staff of the| 
Army at the end of World War 
| Il he stood by helpless while 
‘the vast wartime military ma- 
chine was recklessly dismantled. 

e has been a fervent advocate

A MERICAN DEFENSE OFFICIALS foresee some hard and

The wide gap between what 
Japan is prepared to do and 
what Pentagon strategists think 


it could do was made clear in 


three days of conferences here 
this week with Japanese Foreign 
Minister Mamoru Shigemitsu. 

The visitor from Tokyo pro- 
posed that Japan increase its 
present home defense force of 
150,000 men to 200,000 by the 
end of 1958, with 90 per cent 
of the total being ground troops. 

Japan’s naval and air forces 
would remain small during this 
period, with the United States 
continuing to provide virtually 
full protection on the sea and in 
the air. The Japanese want un- 
til 1961 to build up a defensive 
air force and navy. 

American Counter-Proposal. 

The American counter-pro- 
posal ¢alls for a Japanese ground 
force of 350,000 organized in 10 | 
trained and ready divisions 
within about three years and a 
Japanese-manned air force of 
1300 planes by 1960. 

The big point that the Amer- 
ican officials tried to put over 
with Shigemitsu is that Japan 
should advance beyond its pres- 
ent thinking in terms of a home 
defense force and should think 
and plan to take over some of 
the United States burden of po- 
licing Asia. 

Tokyo and Washington are in 
complete agreement on one ma- 
jor point: United States troops 
should be withdrawn from | 
Japan. 

The Americans made it plain 
they won't order the withdrawal 
until they think Japan's own 
military strength is such that 
American troops won't have to 
be rushed back at the first signs 
of a big storm in Asia.

The speaker was Col. Le 
Boeuf, a retired French army 
officer who heads a@ semi-clan- 
destine movement known 
“Presence Francaise” here 
Rabat. Francaise 
dedicated to maintaining at 
costs the French position 
Morocco. It counts the downfall 
of the moderate-minded Resi- 
dent General, Gilbert Grandval, 
its greatest triumph. 

According to some, Presence 
Francaise is an admirable pa- 
triotic organization. According 
to others, it is a kind of French 
Ku Klux Klan. which uses ter- 
ror as its chief political instru- 
ment. It is widely believed that 
Presence Francaise was impli- 
cated in the bloody anti-Moroc- 
can rioting that took place here 
in July and in the recent assas- 
Sination or attempted assassina- 
tion of several Frenchmen of 
moderate views. 


However that may be, Col. 
Le Boeuf is a charming old man. 
He is very small, with a great 
mop of white hair and a healthy 
pink face that makes him look 
a good 10 years younger than 
his age—80-odd. He received 
his foreign visitors warily at 
first, but before long he was 
passing sweet port and recount- 
ing his life story. 

He first came here in 1907, 
when the then-independent sul- 
tanate of Morocco was in total 
anarchy. He served as an army 
officer during the pacification 
of Morocco which started in 
1912, and he has been here off 
and on ever since. 

“That was indeed the heroic 
epoch,” he said proudly. “I par- 
ticipated in the creation of an 
empire.”

“No, no, gentlemen,” he con- 
tinued, and his voice rose as he 
talked. “When we arrived here, 
there was nothing—nothing but 
chaos and the rat-infested me- 
dinas. We have made this 
country. And you think we are 
going to get out, 400,000 French- 
men? You think we are’ going 
to become a helpless minority, 
the proteges of the Mussulman? 
No, no.”

They afe harvesting more than corn in the 
farm belt this year. New declines in farm prices, 
with abuadant crop prospects promising more of 
the same in weeks to come, are deepening eco- 
nomic restiveness on the one séctor that the 
boom has passed by. 

And as always, hard on the heels of economic 
discontent eome the reapers of politics. “We are 
getting ready to hit it hard,” says Deputy Demo- 
cratic Chairman Clayton Fritchey. What they are 
getting ready to hit is the farm price situation, 
regarded as one of the most important issues in 
next year’s campaign. : 

In general, farm prices have fallen a steep 25 
per cent since the Korean-war peak of 1951. Ex- 
actly half the fall took place yader a Democratic 
Administration, half under a Republican Admin- 
istration, This week’s Agriculture Department re- 
port shows a 2 per cent decline in August alone. 
Prices of meat animals have dropped 9 per cent 
in two months, bringing hogs to 74 per cent of 
parity, beef cattle and calves to 73. 

“Getting ready to hit it hard.” That is what 
politicians by nature and fnclination are bound 
to do, but in this case something more than just 
viewing with alarm or pointing with pride is 
called for. Both parties need creative thinking 
about agricultural problems. For despite what 
may be said on the hustings next year, neither 
can claim a monopoly on wisdom in farm policy. 

The flexible price support plan for which 
some Democrats castigate the Republican Admin- 
istration was in fact originated by a Democratic 
Congress in 1949. And the rigid price supports 
which are sometimes presented as the cure-all. 
have in fact been in effect during virtually all 
of the post-1951 price decline. 

What is clearly needed but hard to come by 
is a substitute for price supports, not just a bid- 
ding competition on their levels. We need some 
rational remedy for the social insanity repre- 
sented in extreme form by the dairy support 
program—a program which induces dairy farm- 
ers to remove butterfat from milk and put it 
into butter, which is then stored under govern- 
ment loan until it spoils, while the impoverished 
milk comes into sharper and sharper competition 
with ersatz products of vegetable oils—the end 
result of the whole process being inferior diets, 
relatively high consumer prices, relatively low 
farm prices, and wasted farm resources. 

Gov. Leo Hoegh of Iowa has summoned the 


eight Republican governors of Indiana, Wiscon- 


sin, Illinois, Nebraska, the Dakotas, Wyoming 
and Kansas to meet with him in October to con- 
sider concrete remedies for sliding farm prices. 
He could have made it a nonpartisan meeting’ by 
inviting the Democratic governors of Minnesota 
and Missouri, who are also concerned with farm 
prosperity, but he chose not to do so. 

So it will be Republican farm belt political 
leadership that speaks from Des Moines in 
October. Can it offer the country any more con- 
structive farm policy than just higher price 
pegs, more surpluses, more stored. crops? 

The Democratic National Committee, for its 
part, has appointed an agricultural advisory 
committee to meet in Chicago Sept. 19. On the 
panel will be two former Secretaries of Agricul- 
ture—Claude M. Wickard andCharles Brannan, 
both farm operators, potteyfamiliar with the 
problems of farm policy. Can they offer the 
country a more constructive policy than just 
scratching the farmer’s back—a policy that 
serves the national interest as well as the farm 
bloc’s interest? 

“Getting ready to hit it hard.” If either Demo- 
crats or Republicans hit it hard by constructive 
policy planning rather than corn belt demagogy, 
they will earn the country’s gratitude. 
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The Savage Breast Uncharmed 
The account of the concert which was given 

in a lion’s cage at Florence by the Italian oper- 

atic baritone Gino Bechi seemed to us singular- 
ly inconclusive. “Short but successful,” the 

Associated Press called it, meaning by “success- 

ful” apparently that Signor Bechi got out of 

the cage unharmed. We cannot accept this yard- 
stick as the measure of artistic accomplishment. 

Is a musical artist to be judged by the same 

rough-and-ready standards as, say, the umpire of 

a baseball game? 

The true criterion of Signor Bechi’s concert 
must be held to be the reaction of the lions. 
After all, concerts are supposed to be performed 
for the benefit of the listeners. The dispatch 
from Florence tells us only that the lions 
“flicked their tails nervously” and “appeared 
confused.” 

This hardly appears confirmation of the con- 
clusion that the concert was successful, however 
short. In fact, the reactions of the lions as re- 
ported are pretty much the standard signs of the 
reluctant concert-goer. He squirms in his seat 
(not as swagger a sign of boredom as the lion's, 
perhaps, but adequate in its way) and he looks 
confused. How else is a bored concert-goer to 
express his boredom? 

We would amend the Associated Press critique 
to read that the concert was successful for 
Signor Bechi, unsuccessful for the lions. 
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Corroborative Witness 

Critics of the Administration's handling of 
security risk cases new have a corroborative 
witness in Senator Frank Carlson of Kansas. He 
is a Republican and early Eisenhower supporter. 
Senator Carlson says, “I think the security pro- 
gram can be improved.” 

In this the Kansas Senator joins Olin D. John- 
ston of South Carolina, chairman of the Senate 
Civil Service subcommittee investigating security 
risk cases. Senator Johnstom says emphatically 
that the program has been managed in “slipshod 
fashion.” 

These bi-partisan statements constitute a chal- 
lenge to Attorney General Herbert Brownell. 
Mr. Brownell helped to devise the present secur} 


ty program and has championed it at both ends, ° 


contending that the Governneut has rid itself 
of subversives without endangering individual 
rights. 

During last year’s political campaign, for ex- 
ample, the Attorney General initiated the “num- 
bers game” by stating that the Government had 
rid itself of 1456 employes under the security 
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lem now is to overhaul the security program “to 
protect the rights of individuals and also to see 
the Government is kept free of subversives.” 

An overhaul is needed. It should not be 
blocked by any pride of authorship in the Attor- 
ney General's office. 
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They Can Afford Only Peace 


If human life were not involved, and if Israel 
and Egypt existed on some ice-cap of no interest 
to the rest of the world, one might be tempted 
to call down a plague on both their houses, 
The very occurrence of this thought indicates 
the extent to which they have alienated sympa- 
thy by their raids and counter-raids, their state- 
ments and counter-statements. As the British 
Foreign Office warned, present hostilities can 
only lead to a situation beyond control of either 
side. Israel’s conditional acceptance of a cease- 
fire, after an initial rejection, comes not a mo- 
ment too soon. - ’ 

It would be night-black tragedy indeed if the 
high hopes with which Israel was established and 
the reformist goals of the present Egyptian re- 
gime were to go down in bloodshed. And it 
would be a greater tragedy if, as Secretary of 
State Dulles fears, Russia were to supply arms 
which might turn this rivalry into a world strug- 
gle. This is true even though the shipping of 
American arms to the Near East is not beyond 
all criticism. 

The United Nations exists as a medium for 
pacifying the Palestinian area, but it can be most 
effective only with the co-operation of the Is- 
raeli and Egyptian governments. So Israel’s pre 
liminary demand that Egypt accept responsibility 
for everything that has happened in the Gaza 


.area was anything but helpful. As United Na- 


tions officials on the scene have reported, the 
fault is not all on one side. But the apportion- 
ment of blame is not nearly as consequential as 
an ending of the strife. 

To this end, Mr. Dulles has made a statesman- 
like proposal which, if accepted, ought to re- 
store peace to the Near East and begin a devel- 
opment of natural resources which would sub- 
stantially raise living standards. Is this to be 
sacrificed to hope-consuming hate? : 

It will not do to dismiss the Dulles proposal 
as political. All governmental acts are more or 
Jess political. The big point is that it offers Jews 
and Arabs a way out of bloody bitterness. It 
would also be an inspiring prelude to the Octo- 
ber effort of the Big Four foreign ministers to 
express the spirit of Geneva in specific agree- 
ments. Thus Israel and Egypt owe the rest of 
the world as well as their own people a real at- 
tempt at sincere accommodation. 

They do themselves no good by intensifying 
an atmosphere which can only lead to futile ef- 
forts to drive each other into the sea. 
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A Boy Is Killed in Mississippi 
The killing of Emmitt Louis Till, a teen-age 
Negro boy from Chicago, in Mississippi, bears 
the marks of a brutally inhuman act. The boy 
was said to have made “ugly remarks” to a 
white woman, apparently consisting of “Good- 
bye” and of a “wolf call” outside her store. Dis- 
trict Attorney Gerald Chatham of Tallahatchie 
county deserves commendation for his prompt 
announcement that a grand jury will be asked 
to return a murder indictment Monday against 

two white men now charged with kidnaping. 
The sense of outrage and righteous indigna- 
tion which moves Executive Secretary Roy Wii- 
kins, of the National Association for the Advance- 
ment of Colored People, is understandable. But 

Mr. Wilkins is guilty of a’reverse prejudice when 
he says, “Mississippi has decided to maintain 
white supremacy by murdering children.” 

,is it necessary. to equate this foul act of vio- 
lence with Mississippi as a whole? True, Missis- 
sippi is a state in which lynching has most per- 
sistently occurred. But Mississippi is as much the 
state of William Faulkner, the Nobel prize-win- 
ner, and Hodding Carter, the fine, progressive 
editor of the Delta Democrat-Times, as it is of 
the killers of young Emmitt Louis Till. More so, 


_we like to think. 


Many Mississippians will feel as strongly about 
this matter as does Mr. Wilkins. Gov. White of 
Mississippi has joined Gov. Stratton of Hlinois 
in denouncing the deed and demanding a full 
investigation. We are persuaded that people 
so minded are on the increase in Mississippi— 
and elsewhere; that the lynch-mind is on the 
wane. Mississippi is many people and many 
attitudes, some of them bad, some indifferent, 
and some good. Let,us expect better than Mr. 
Wilkins speaks of Mississippi, for the good is 
there, and expecting it may serve to draw it out. 
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Tough Talk and the Policeman 

The peace officer who likes to talk tough or 
who believes that he muet talk that way in 
order to get the best results is generally an 
officer of little credit to his department.

When Harry S. Truman was President 
he was responsible for some bold and 
brave decisions, for which. this news- 
paper—in company with a large pro- 
portion of the rest of the American 
press—gave him full credit. Now that 
Mr. Truman is no longer President it 
would be a pity if he were to allow the 
small, petty, intensely partisan side of 
his nature to dominate his better 
qualities.

But Mr. Truman would do better and 
would more easily retain the hard-won 
affection of the American people if he 
would remember that dignity is ex- 
pected from ex-Presidents as well as 
President. Besides, he would lose his 
party fewer votes.

Hoover, Mr. Roosevelt and Mr. Truman 
himself all were targets in their time 
for the personal epithets. 

Even so, we think the Democrats have 
been ill-advised to substitute name- 
calling for argument. We think the 
Republicans would be well advised to 
follow the President's example and re- 
fuse to indulge in personalities. 

We have seen elections, both national 
and local, turn on almost every con- 
ceivable issue, including the moral 
standards of the candidates. But though 
the name-calling has often been loud 
we have yet to see one where we were 
convinced ‘that the victors won solely 
on the quantity of their epithets.

In World War II, the Ukrainian under- 
ground had to fight both Communists 
and Mazis, who easily could have turned 
the area against Russia by more lenient 
treatment. The Ukrainian underground, 
though marked by great courage, was 
merely a good effort, as described in 
the first study, which was sponsored by 
the Russian Institute of Columbia Uni- 
versity. Ukrainians were not united 
among themselves, organization was 
poor, discipline often of an authori- 
tarian, sometimes Fascist, nature. 

The Ukraine, in 1919-20, had a gov- 
ernment of its own that was overthrown 
by the Russian Communists. Iwan Ma- 
jestrenko, one of the few survivors of 
the Borot’bist left-wing Socialists, de- 
scribes their absorption by Russian 
Communists. The Borot’bisty were 
strong in the rural areas and highly 
nationalistic, were premature Titos 
rather than fellow travelers. They were 
taken in, the author says, by Marxist 
slogans and Russian promises.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 2 (AP) 
~—Arthur S. Flemming, defense 
mobilizer, announced yesterday 
the Government will finance the 
production and installation of 
tools to make steam turbines 
and turbine gears in eight pri- | 
vately-owned manufacturing 
plants. The cost will approxi- 
mate $70,000,000 

Flemming said the production 
equipment must be put in place 
to avoid a bottleneck in produc- 
tion of steam turbines and tur- 
bine gears for electric power 
generators and for naval and | 
commercial vessels. Failure to 
make the production tools and 
other equipment, he said, could 
mean a delay of “several years” 
during a possible mobilization 
emergency because of a poten- 
tial shortage. 

This is the first instance in 
which ‘the Government will 
directly finance an increase in 
capacity to produce components, 
as contrasted to complete units, 
considered essential for defense 
mobilization. 

Flemming’s announcement 
said the move had been recom- 
mended, after more than a year 
of study, by his advisory com- 
mittee on components and pro- 
duction equipment. The commit- 
tee. composed of industrialists, 
is headed by Harold §S. Vance, 
chairman of the executive com- 
mittee of Studebaker-Packard 
Corp. 

The eight companies for which 
the equipment will be installed 
on a standby basis are: Allis- 
Chalmers Manufacturing Co.; 
DeLaval Steam Turbine Co.; El- 
liott Co.; Falk Corp.; Farrel- 
Birmingham Co,: General Elec- 
tric Co.; Newport News Ship- 
building and Dry Dock Co., and 
Westinghouse Electric Corp. 

As soon as the standby equip- 
ment is placed in operation the 
companies will be required to 
purchase or lease it, Flemming 
said. He said other incentives 
had proved inadequate in reach- 
ing the mobilization-level of ca- 
pacity to produce steam turbines 
and turbine gears, Besides in- 
adequacy of present capacity. 
much of today’s equipment is 
not suitable for making turbines 
and gears for ships, he said. 

“To delay rounding out ca- 
pacity until an emergency de- 
veloped would result in a bot- 
tleneck which could not be 
broken for several years during 
an emergency and would limit 
the number of new ships that 
could then be placed into oper- 
ation,” Flemming said. 

He said government agencies 
have a list of tools needed to 
fulfill the mobilization produc- 
tion capacity of steam turbines 
and gears. This list: is being 
checked by General. Services 
Administration against the in- 
ventory of government - owned 
tools and equipment now idle.

A Field That Needs 
Husband-Wife Teams

# T week we're heading east for a meeting of the 
: N: turalists, wildlife photographers and ornithol- 

ogists who lecture each winter on the Audubon 
Screen Tour series. The meeting will be held at the 


Audubon Nature 
Center near Green- 
wich, Conn., and—as 
always — we're look- 
ing forward to see- 
ing again the won- 
derful group of men 
and tm most cases 
their wives who 
make up this group, 
For it’s an interest- 
ing fact that a very 
large percentage of 
the workers in this 
field are made up of 
teams that consist of 
husband and wife. 
I've speculated on 
the reason for this 
and have come to 
the conclusion that 
the profession is so 
exacting and de- 


mands such a con- 
centration of talent and effort that about the only 
way a naturalist can have any home life whatever is 
to enlist his wife in his pursuits. Then home may be a 
trailer on the Alcan Highway, a tent in the desert, a 
lean-to in the high Sierras or a boat in the South 


I'm reminded by the projected trip that this year 
marks the golden anniversary of National Audubon 
Society. During those years it has expanded from a 
small organization with an interest in protecting song- 
birds to one of the strongest and most useful forces 
in the whole field of resource conservation. Its first 
great accomplishment, many years ago, was to outlaw 
the plume trade in the millinery business, make the 
killing of the beautiful semi-tropical birds of the Ever- 
glade country illegal and thus save the snowy and 
American egrets, roseate spoonbill and other species 
of the Southern coast. Out of its work grew the great 
refuges and sanctuaries and it contributed in large 
measure to the establishment of Everglades National

SINCE THEN its activities have broadened to 
cover the whole field of nature and the outdoors. 
More than 10,000,000 children have been enrolled in 
Junior Audubon societies, thus gaining their first 
contact with the field of natural history. Local socie- 
ties in some 200 cities and towns in the United States, 
Canada and the West Indies sponsor 1000 illustrated 
lectures each winter on a wide variety of outdoor 
subjects. The national society is a leading spirit in all 
discussions of important conservation issues and its 
Statements on these issues are perhaps given more 
weight than those of any other single organization. 
Audubon Magazine, with a large national circulation, 
is one of the really outstanding journals in the field 
of natural history.

Here is part of the list, which should 
interest even the non-bird-lover: robin, catbird, blue- 
bird, brown thrasher, cedar waxwing, screech owl, 
eight kinds of sparrows, vireos, warblers and a. dozen 
other species. Today not only is the killing of song- 
birds for food prohibited everywhere in- the United 
States, but the sale of game birds—except those raised 
under permit on game bird farms—is almost a thing 
of the past. In fact we've come to the point where 
many states now protect even the so-called “preda- 
tory” birds, one of the latest being Maine where all 
hawks and owls—with the single exception of the 
horned owl—are protected.

THE GREAT MAJORITY of these birds formerly 
thought of as predators are now known beyond any 
doubt to be both necessary for vermin control and 
highly beneficial except in the case of an occasional 
individual bird which becomes a killer of domestic 
poultry.

LMOST everyone knows, 

consciously or unconsciously, 

that milk, although a liquid, 
is a food and an important one. 
There are all sorts of reasons 
for including it in the diet 
throughout life. ’ 


Calcium and phosphorus, two 
of the minerals in milk, are es- 
sential not only for building 
good bones in childhood but for 
repairing the everyday wear and 
tear. When there is a broken 
bone we naturally need more. If 
you prefer buttermilk to sweet 
milk you will get just as much 
calcium from one as from the 
other. This is also the case with 
skim milk. 


If you would like your milk 
in solid rather than liquid form 
you may eat cottage cheese. Of 
course it would be difficult for 
most of us to get our whole cal- 
cium and phosphorus supply 
from this, but there are always 
good soups and desserts that de- 
mand milk. Extra minerals may 
be supplied by the addition of 
a tablespoonful or two. of dried 
skifn milk. 

Flavored sweet milk and 
buttermilk are usually popular 
as beverages. Fruit juices com- 
bine particularly well with 
buttermilk. As you can see, there 
is no reason why we should not 
get enough of these important 
minerals for bone building and 
repair. 

Buttermilk Lemonade. 


(Makes about one quart). 
One-half cup chilled fresh or 
diluted frozen concentrate lemon 
juice; three-fourths to one cup 
sugar, to taste; three cups chilled 
buttermilk. 


Blend lemon juice and sugar 
and stir until sugar is dissolved. 
Add buttermilk and mix well. 
Serve cold. 

Puffy Herb Omelet. 

Four eggs separated; one-fourth 
cup skim milk; one-third cup 
cottage cheese; three-fourths 
teaspoon finely chopped chives; 
one-fourth teaspoon salt; dash 
pepper; dash marjoram;' one 
tablespoon butter. 

Beat egg whites with egg 
beater until stiff but not dry. 

Beat egg yolks with same 
beater until thick and lemon 
colored. Add milk, cheese, chives 
and seasonings; beat until well 
blended.

Fix It Yourself 


Painting Over Creosote. 
OT so very long ago if you 
Naian' want to paint exterior 

woodwork you gave it a coat 
or two of creosote and let it go 
at that. In those days creosote 
was about the only wood pre- 
servative available and while it 
did do a fair job of protecting 
the wood from decay and insects 
it had certain disadvantages. 

One: was that it gave the wood 
a dark appearance and the other 
was that it has a tendency to 
bleed through paint. This means 
that if you apply paint directly 
over wood that has been treated 
with creosote, the creosote will 
soften up the paint and make 
quite a mess of things. 

If you have woodwork that 
may be treated with creosote, 
the first thing is to make sure. 
You can make sure by applying | 
paint to the woodwork. Just do 
small samples and be sure to hit | 
the protected spots where the | 
wood has had the least exposure | 
to the sun and weather. Give | 
the paint about 10 days. If the | 
wood has been treated with cre- | 
osote, it should bleed through | 
the paint in this time. | 

If nothing happens chances 
are that either creosote wasn’t 
used or has lost its effectiveness |

because of exposure to sun and 
weather. Should the paint begin 
to bleéd then you have a creo- 
sote base and before you can ap- 
ply paint the creosote must be 
sealed off. 

This can be done by applying 
a coat of aluminum paint to the 
wood. The aluminum paint will 
act as a seal and also serve as a 
prime coat. When it is dry you 
can go ahead and safely apply 
two coats of finish exterior 
house paint.

The Return of Elizabeth 


| FTER an absence of three years, Bette Davis. emerges 
Ac the screen with a characterization of regai splendor. 

Though successful im luring Miss Davis back to the 
celluloid, Twentieth Century-Fox neglected to roll out the 
red carpet when it came out with “THE 
VIRGIN QUEEN” opening tonight at the 
SHADY OAK. Essentially a weak story, 
it was wnfortunate that for her second 
portrayal of Elizabeth I (she played the 
English sovereign in 1939 in “The Private 
Lives of Elizabeth and Essex”) Miss Davis 
was not accorded the courtesy of a vehicle 
commensurate to her talent. As a consequence the generally 
lightweight tale is the recipient of a shot in the script, 


courtesy of Bette’s triumph as the whimsical Sixteenth 
Century ruler. 


As Sir Walter Raleigh, Richard Todd uses the famous 
factual or fictional cape episode as a stepping stone to curry 
favor with the Queen. Elizabeth erroneously attaches a 
romantic inclination to the action and Raleigh’s popularity 
with the chief of state, quite naturally, surges. Unhappily 
for the Queen, all Todd has on his mind is an ambitious 
plan to get ships so he can gain fame and fortune in the 
New World. Instead of an affair with the Queen, Raleigh 
infuriates Elizabeth by romancing one of her ladies-in-wait- 
ing, played by London-born Joan Collins. Before the story 
runs out, the sovereign is a woman who loved and iost. 
But all’s well that ends well. Raleigh gets his ship and a 
spouse, but not until both man and wife narrowly miss los- 
ing their heads. 


Herbert Marshall, as Lord Leicester, an aid in Eliza- 
beth’s court, repeats his usually competent performances. 
Deserving honorable mention in the CinemaScope color 
production that captures some of the lustiness of the Eng- 
land of the 1500s are Todd and Jay Robinson, whose por- 
trayal of Chadwick lends an air of authenticity to the court 
intrigue. But it’s up to Bette Davis to make the film worth 
the price of admission. 


Words and Music 


When it comes to musicals Hollywood has been indulg- 
ing itself in the pastime of tossing only half a loaf at 
moviegoers. You'd get imaginative song and dance in 
abundance. But as to plot that was another story. All 
‘of which makes “IT’S ALWAYS FAIR 
WEATHER” now at the LOEW’S STATE 
a delightful surprise. 

With Gene Kelly, Dan Dailey and Cyd 
Charisse (and Dolores Gray and Michael 
Kidd thrown in for good measure) com- 
posing the cast, fancy footwork is the an- 
ticipated order of the play. But when you 
get dialogue which accomplishes more than just fills the 
void between musical numbers—that’s a pleasure. 

The story deals with three doughboys (Kelly, Dailey and 
Kidd) who part after World War II, vowing life-long friend- 
ship. But they fail to reckon with the difference a decade 
makes. Meeting as pre-arranged after 10 years of civilian 
life the three buddies, lacking the wartime bond of mutual 
dependency for survival, grow bored with each other in 
short order. But the translation of their disappointment to 
the hilarious tune of a musical, satire is a refreshing joy 
to behold. The good story by Betty Comden and Adolph 
Green, unfortunately, suffers some when the boys begin 
to testify about finding their true selves, etc. But this is 
only a minor flaw of brief momeft. 

Television, no longer off-limits in a Hollywood produc- 
tion, and the word-wise men of advertising lane are targets 
of extensive spoofing. And if you’re alert you'll notice that 
the TV screen is still a drab gray, even when photographed 
in CinemaScope color. 

There’s no need to single out the cast for individual 
applause. Just run down the list of stars and add your 
own superlatives. 

Included in the twin bill is “TOP OF THE WORLD,” a 
film about the Air Force in an Alaskan background. Starred 
are Dale Robertson, Evelyn Keyes and Frank Lovejoy.

West opened the heart ace and 
continued with the king. East 
discarded a diamond and South 
ruffed. South then drew three 
rounds of trumps—went into a 
huddle, and finally led a low 
club. Unfortunately for him, 
however, East quickly divined 
what was in his mind. When 
West put up the club jack it was 
easy to figure out South’s exact 
distribution, and East realized 
that he was being groomed as 


the victim of a squeeze. If he 
let West hold the club trick and 
West then (as was’ so prob- 
able) led another heart, South 
would ruff again and run the 
rest of his trumps. He would 
finally be reduced to the ace 
and two small clubs and the 
singleton diamond with which 


he was marked, and with dum- 
my keeping three diamonds and 
a club, East would be rendered 
null and void. He would have 


to hold three diamonds, hence 
could keep only one club. 
South's small clubs would be- 
come good. 

East, to repeat, easily found 
the antidote He overtook the 
club jack and returned the dia- 
mond queen — and there went 
South's squeeze. He had to cash 
dummy’s second diamond trick 
then and there, and after that 
dummy was isolated 

An unusual type of play al- 
most certainly would have 
brought home the contract for 
South If he had dtscarded a 
club on the second heart lead 
instead of ruffing, it was vir- 
tually a sure thing that West 
would have persisted with a 


third lead of hearts, and then 
when South ruffed and cashed 
every trump, the squeeze 
against East would be inex-
